World admissions policy and pro- 
cedure prompted a recent dem- 
onstration at Hastings College of 
the Law. About 100 Third World 
Students Were present at the 
peaceful protest charging the ad- 
ministration with“unwillingness 
to respond in good faith”to their 
grievances; and， particularly， 
Dean Vivian Wilson's de-empha- 
Sis of community involvement as 
an important selection criterion 
under the Legal Education OPp- 
portunity Program (LEOP). 

CONFUSION

When thechil- 
dren went offt to college and to 
the big'cities, neverto return, the 
town became just a memory. To 
me Ta Han was Heaven on 
Earth._ Life was young and gay， 
especialljy when we were Wel 
jooked atfter byour parents. Some 
of us certainly didn'thbhave all the 
iches in the world，but we ate 
welll! 

INDUSTRIOUS 

The people were industrious. 
They made their living by work- 
ing in the nearby farms and pear 
orchards.， The women tended 
their vegetable plots_ located in 
the back of town: The water tank 
was located there and each one 
carried her own bucket,， filling 七 
up from a common faucet for 
watering. The bucket，which 
Served a dual purpose as 3a 
portable latrine,， was also used to 
carry“ “night soils…to fertilize the 
garden. 

Tending the vegetable gardens 
could be a social :activ 过 YX. where 
women got together and perhaps 
participated i in abit of back fence 
gossip. Other times they would 
knit，sew，cook，or just chit chat，

SCHOOLS 

The kids in Locke attended 
grammar school in WalnutGrove:

Even though we attended sepa- . 


rate grammar Schools we didnt 
have any ditficulty in adqjusting to 
whites when we integrated im 
Courtland High .or Rio Vista 
High， We “kept our place” in 
those days and that's how we got 
along. My brothers started high 
School in Rio Vista，whlich they 
liked very much. When wemoved 
and had to attend Courtland High 
they felt the racism there. Instead

In Locke we had our night 
watchman，Bing Bok，the “Bok 
Bok Man.”(Bok means“uncle.”

crackers. If a nine-spot，a bigger 
string yet. Some of us kidqs would 
dash toward the place where the 
winner happened to be，waiting 
for a handout，knowing the win:- 
ners liked to share their luck. One 
could mark lottery tickets at cer- 
tain shops along Main Street，but 
gambling and drawing of lottery 
numbers took place inside the 
one particular gambling joint. 

There was a brothel or two. [ 
Used to see the white prostitutes 
walking their dogs and getting a 
whiff of fresh air themselves. AsI 
recall they weren't bad lookingl! 
Looked out of place, though. 

CHURCH 

Our center of activities Was at 
the Chinese Community Church 
in the back of town. It was run by 
Baptist missionaries，My father， 
who was a_ Christian，didn't at- 
tend services, but he encouraged 
me and my friends to go to Sun- 
day School，slipping Us some 
dimes and nickels for the offer- 
ing， 

Once I had to play the organ 
behind the scenes in church for a 
funeral services. LIt was an Uneasy 
feeling for me, so did I pump the 
“Rock of Ages” out of that 


organ! Idashed out as soon as I 


finished. The Chinese in those 
days buried their deceased in the 
nearby small town of Franklin， 
about 12 miles away.

IN CHINATOWN 


Part 2 By RE '. EDWAR LEE 


BOY SCOUTS 

In 1913 the first Chinese Boy Scout Troop was organjized and I 
became one of the charter members. Those were the days of pioneer 
Scouting as the Scouting Movement did not begin ip America until 
1910. The first Scoutmaster was Mr. 人 wong Lun，and the Assistant 
Scoutmaster was MIT. B. Y. Chue. Our troop met at the Chinese 
YMCA, then on Stockton Street. As a troop we participated in .the 
May Day Celebration at Golden Gate Park and were part of the Court 
of 吾 onor when President Tatft dedicated a building at the Panama 
Pacific International 卫 xposition. We also helped the police with 
traffic control on Market Street during the Preparedness Parade， 
which was marred by a pojitical bombing in which many were 
injured . 

In 1916, when TIwas still in grammar school, I started with sporadic 
School jobs，continuing through most of high school and college. 工 
recall my firstjob was at a boarding house on Larkin Street，working 
after school from 4to 7:30 p.m. at$2.00 a week. NextIhad a job with 
a French-Italian family on Jackson Street，helping with the house- 
work，preparing dinner，wait ig on table and washing dishes for 
$2.50 a week. Afterthat 一 bythenIwas in high school 一 Iworked for 
a German-Jewish family at the Keystone Apartment on Hyde Street 
for $3.00 a week. There I was treated the best. They first waited on 
me at dinner, andthen I waited on them at dinner. It was during the 
World War I hysteria，and I remember they changed their name 
from Lichtenstein to Lane. 

FOOD 

To be sure, the pay was small, but what a little money could buy in 
those days prior to World War I! Let me cite a few examples: 
char-siu noodles 10 cents，won ton 15 cents at Woey Loy Guey on 
Jackson Street, Wing Loy Guey on Washington Street, and Tung Loy 
Guey on Clay Street; at Yee Jun, 5 cents for a bowl of rice, pork and 

salt fish 10 cents, three triangles of stuffed bean cake with roast duck 
Sauce 10 cents; and always with a free bowl of Pork maul-bean stalk 
-SOUP with dinner， Bread was 5 cents aloaf or six for 25 cents at the 
Italian-American Bakery on Broadwayi; three squares of yeast waffle 
with powdered stgar and two pats of butter for 5 cents at Yut Bun 
Heong on Clay Street; three Parker House rolls with two pats of 
butter for 5 cents at Wo Heong on Washington Street;, and Tused to 
bemoan getting only two pats of butter instead of three. Complete 
dinner of stew or hamburger steak, including soup, salad, vegetable， 
rolls，coffee and pie was only 15 cents at New 也 ome on Clay Street. 
Roast pork or roast beef was 25 cents，rib steak was 35 cents，and 
pan fried chicken was 50 cents. A haircut at Wong Quong s was 25 
cents,， and one could indulge in a large bag of potato chips from a 
dispenser for 5 cents, and a stein of apple cider from a wooden barrel 
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for another 5 cents while waiting one's turn,. Handsewn boots at Wo 
Lung were $4.00 a pair. 

Banquet at Hang Far Low was $25 for a table bf ten; included in 
the menu were shark fins soup, terrapin，eel, roast goose，steamed 
chicken stuffed with bird nest，and other entrees. The de luxe 
banquet at $28.00 included going back for a lesser banquet at 
Imidnight. TI could enumerate many more bargains and low Priices 
from those long-gone days. 

FRUIT PICKING 

In 1917 I entered Polytechnic High School and continued working 
after school. During the summerIwould pick fruit in the Sacramento 
River valley. I was less than 15 years old and barely big enough ito 
tote those tall and heavy ladders. I was hot，hard work and long 
hours，bnut at the Same time lots of fun. In those days 让 was Very 
popular for high school and college students 'to pick fruit in the 
summer. I_ continued with school jobs and picking fruit in the 
summer all through my high school days. 工 was one of nine children 
and while Idqid get some allowance, my father obviously had enough 
to cope with，just providing food，clothing and shelter.

ASIAN AMERICAN EDUCATIONAL SCENE

On my desk is a rather innocuous 4 page document from HEW s 
Office ofthe Secretary, entitled “Departmental Position on Bilingual 
Education.”Dated December 2nd，1974, this document states that 
the Zax vs. Nichnols decision means only that extra English language 
efforts for limited English-speaking children are needed. Cultural 
pluralism, asset that it may be, is not to be mandatory. 

Linguists, cultural anthropologists，and social scientists generally 
agreethat language and culture cannot be separated. HEW now tells 
us that they can. 

Counterbalancing this document are efforts now being made by 
HEW'"s own Office of Civil Rights (OCR). OCR is exploring avenues 
by which the Za decision can be fully maximized. Aiding the OCR is 
a core of bilingual education experts，some of whom are from San 
Francisco. 

LAU CENTERS” 

In addition to compliance matters, one of HEW's deputy directors 
is presently setting up nine so-called “Lau Centers”throughout the 
U.S. to help state and local educational institutions cope with the 
changes and demands required by the Zav decision , 

This action is significant on at least two counts. First, the federal 
government is using itself as one model of interrelating compliance 
and technical assistance. This progressive model of cooperation is in 
stark contrast to some local school districts. Secondly, the calling of 
these centers by a Chinese name 一 Lau 一 will certainly raise the self- 
一 esteem of Chinese people. 

Outside of HEW;, the U.S. Department of Justice，thankfully，is 
also checking up on the Lau scene in San Francisco. This action alone 
should bring more pressure on the S$.ER. school system to be in full 
compliance with theZax decision . 

NOT ALL ASIANS ARE ALIKE 

So far; the Asian-American educational-political scene ip D.C. has 
been quite different from that of San Erancisco. 

First, northern Chinese persons seem to be more in number and 
more in visible job positions than in S.F. They also seem to keep im 
touch with their fellow northerners throughout the U.S. 

Second, professionally and sometimes socially，northern Chinese 
persons seem to get along well with Cantonese persons. 

Third, both groups seem to interact more with other Asian grouUpS 
一 foreign born or American born 一 than Asians in S.E. do. 

Fourth, many Asians not living in the D.C. metropolitan area Vis 
D.C.: and when they do, they make contact with their Asian CO]- 
leagues, who, in turn, introduce them to other Asian colleagues. 

Somewhat formalizing and capitalizing upon these intertactions，amn 
Asian-American Federal Employees Caucus is now forming. The 
variety of Asians, ages, and philosophical bents that are now Imeet- 
ing would seem, not too long ago, to never have been possible. Only 
time can tell how well this group can keep such a variety together. 

To summarize, D.C. provides Asians of all ilks a unique informal 
networking system whereby they can more easily shed their provin- 
cialisms. Petty jealousies and provincialism have been major factors 
keeping Asians from effectively opposing institutionalized racism . 
Hopefully, the emerging D.C. model can show Asian-Americans a 
way out oftheir often self-imposed shell. 

A PERFECT EXAMPLE 

“Educational Neglect” is the theme chosen by the National 也 du- 
cational Association (NEA) to highlight many of its activities this 
year.
